fare programs and greater de­ 
pendence upon handouts from 
Uncle Sam, the rural 
and 
small town editors are as op­ 
posed to these trends today as 
they ever have been in the 
past. 
“Why is it that these editors 
don’t go along with the tide? 
Our answer would be 
that 
country editors, more 
than 
most people, are 
aware 
of 
what can be done by self-reli­ 
ance, local groups of citizens 
as compared with accomplish­ 
ments under government pa­ 
ternalism. 
“Week after week, these ed­ 
itors report on the stories of 
meetings held by local groups 
to plan for new schools, 
to 
handle local welfare problems, 
to raise money for hospitals, to 
build roads, to plan for com­ 
munity betterment. They know 
that these local activities build 
good citizens. And they fear 
that handouts from the fed-
